Taking for his text (he first verse 
of IIn* slxHi chapter nf Isaiah t “Also 
1 heard the volet* of the Lord, Buying, 
whom shall I semi, and who will go 
for us? Then said I, 'Hen? am I, 
semi me,'" Dr. C. H* French, presl- 
dent of Ihe college, preached tlm hac- 
cuhiiirenj c sermon in Knowles Chape] 
Sunday evening, June 2, at. eight 
o’clock. 

Ills opening words were. “I do not 
know of any oilier word of the Scrip¬ 
ture which so well fils |.lie pres mil lime. 
All the great nations of I he world are 
culling I heir sons to cease their usual 
(asks and to give their service, IT 
need he, their lives, to save mitUmul 
life mid honor. A great, universal and 
Immanent peril threatens the world." 

"As always at such a time, there i* 
n great sifting of souls. Men cannot 
escape I he crisis. They cannot elude 
a tornado nor (urn aside from an 
earthquake. When destiny knocks 
men must answer, and the answer 
each gives will reveal his own kind 
mill quality. Docs one stammer anti 
fear? He has given his answer. Life 
is* too great and terrible a thing for 
him to face it. Does another look 
with unconcern on other men who 
struggle for freedom, who die for a 
great cause, who perish In darkness 
in ignorance? He also has given his 
answer. His field, his shop, hi* own 
things are more to him Ilian ihe 
world’s need or Hie world's good. 
Tim life's call be never so loud his 
ears are dulled hy the little sounds, 
and Ids hear i is filled with l he lit lift 
lllierests of life.’’ 

“Another stands as Isaiah stood 
when. In vision, he s*u" the Lord, high 

and lifted up,.. Having loved 

ilie highest things which he had seen, 
ihere had grown within him a power 
In sec tin* vision which was at Iasi 
unfolded to Mm,” 

"Two active and opposite principles 
cannot exist side by side. The one 
iniisi destroy tht* other. Water must 
destroy the fire nr itself disslpaleo 
in vapor. Light must scatter dark¬ 
ness or hr irself overcome. Holiness 
fir sin must In the end, be destroyed."
